About This Book 


‘This is the printed guide to most of the error and system-information messages 
generated by the Windows NT operating system. Some messages generated by 
applications or device drivers have also been included. An online database with 
additional messages is also provided and includes a run-time version of Microsoft 
Access@ with a customized graphical user interface. 


This book and its accompanying database are not intended as an exclusive 
reference. You may find other sources, such as online Help, more immediately 
helpful for network error messages. If, for example, you encounter one in the 
command prompt window, you can find help for the network problem by typing 
net helpmsg and the message identification number. 


Context-sensitive as well as procedural Help is provided on using the database and 
its graphical user interface. If you have any questions about an option or command, 
select the item and then press F1 to display Help information. A glossary of common 
terms used in messages, and some possible user actions, are included in Help as 
well as in this book. 


Chapter 1, “Common Message Terms and User Actions,” provides in-depth 
discussions, including both definitions and examples, of many technical terms 

that you may encounter in messages. The printed book also contains some 
additional reference information that is not available online. For example, 

Chapter 2, “Windows NT Executive Messages,” discusses in detail the various 
types of messages generated by the Windows NT Executive, and categorizes 

them by their type and severity and also by possible user action. It also includes 
basic information on how to set up and use the Windows NT debugger program. 
Chapter 3, “Network Reference Tables,” contains two numerically ordered lists of 
network error messages. 
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Chapter 4, “Message Reference,” contains the error and system-information 
messages, which have been organized as follows: 


= Messages are presented in alphabetical order. However, messages that begin 
with a replaceable parameter are alphabetized at the beginning of the list by the 
variable name used to replace that parameter. For a complete list of the variable 
names used in the Messages database, see the following section, “Variable 
Names List.” 


= Variable names appear between arrow brackets in the online Messages database 
and in italics in the printed book. Otherwise, the text is formatted the same in the 
book as in the online Messages database, which reflects the formatting used in 
the on-screen messages. 


= Messages are normally followed by a description of the circumstances that 
might generate the message and, if appropriate or needed, by a suggested 
user action. 


= Some self-explanatory or simple messages are available only in the online 
Messages database and not in the book. Most status messages that require 
no user action are not documented. 


= Where possible, each message is associated with one or more components 
of the operating system, such as Notepad or File Manager. 


= Network messages are included in the alphabetical list along with their network 
message ID number. Two numerically ordered lists of network messages are 
also provided in Chapter 3, “Network Reference Tables.” 


Variable Names List 


If you cannot find the message that appears on your screen in Chapter 4, “Message 
Reference,” check at the beginning of the list. The message may begin with a 
replaceable parameter. Variable names, which are placeholders for the specific 
word or number that appears in the message, are used as substitutes for replaceable 
parameters. They appear in italics in the printed book and, when a message starts 
with one, you will find it alphabetized separately at the beginning of the list. For 
example, if the book says, “Time is not a valid specification for minutes,” the 
message that appears on your screen will contain the actual time in minutes. 
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The following is a list of all the variable names used in the Messages database 
as substitutes for replaceable parameters:

Setting Up, Starting, and Quitting the Messages Database 


Use the Setup program (SETUP.EXE) located on the Windows NT Resource Kit 
floppy disks or compact disc (CD) to install the Microsoft Windows NT Messages 
database on your own computer for individual use or on a network server for 
shared use. 


To set up the Messages database from floppy disks 
1. Start Windows NT. 


If you want to share the Messages database with other uers, be sure to log on as 
the Administrator before installing the database. 


2. Insert the first Windows NT Resource Kit floppy disk. 

3. In Program Manager, choose Run from the File menu. 
The Run dialog box appears. 

4. Type drive letter:setup in the Command Line box. 

5. Choose the OK button. 

6. Follow the instructions on screen to complete Setup. 
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If you want to share the Messages database with other users, specify a path to a 
network server when Setup asks where you want to install it. 


When it asks if you want to join an existing workgroup, choose the No button 
unless you have already set one up on the network. You can use the Change 
WorkGroup icon to do that later. 


> To set up the Messages database from the compact disc 


1. 


Start Windows NT. 


If you want to share the Messages database with other users, be sure to log 
on as the Administrator before installing the database. 


2. Insert the Windows NT Resource Kit compact disc in the CD-ROM drive. 


. In Program Manager, choose Run from the File menu. 


The Run dialog box appears. 


4. Type CD-ROM drive letter:\winntmsg\setup in the Command Line box. 
5. Choose the OK button. 
6. Follow the instructions on screen to complete Setup. 


If you want to share the Messages database with other users, specify a path — 
to a network server when Setup asks where you want to install it. 


When it asks if you want to join an existing workgroup, choose the No button 
unless you have already set one up on the network. You can use the Change 
WorkGroup icon to do that later. 


After installing the files you need, the Setup program creates a Microsoft 

Windows NT Messages program group and puts the following icons in the program 
group: Microsoft Windows NT Messages, Compact Database, Change WorkGroup, 
and Readme. 


Note If you have installed the Messages database on a Windows NT file system 
(NTFS) partition, use the File Manager Security menu to ensure that all users have 
Change (RWXD) permission for the directory and its contents. 
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> To start the Messages database from Program Manager 


1. In Program Manager, open the Microsoft Windows NT Messages program 


group. 
2. Double-click the Microsoft Windows NT Messages icon. 


The Messages startup screen appears within the Microsoft Access main 
application window. . 


> To start the Messages database from the Windows NT command line 
1. In Program Manager, open the Main program group. 
2. Double-click the Command Prompt icon. 


3. At the command line, change to the directory containing the database, 
which could be either on your own computer or on a network server. 


4. Type msarn110 winntmsg.mdb 


The Messages startup screen appears within the Microsoft Access main 
application window. . 


> To quit the Messages database 


e From the Microsoft Access File menu, choose Exit to quit the Messages 
database and Microsoft Access. 
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Note If you are running the Messages database with the full Microsoft Access 


program, rather than the run-time version supplied with Windows NT, you can 
choose Close to close only the database form. You can then use any feature of 


the full Microsoft Access program to work with your Messages data. 


Running the Database Under Windows NT 


Detailed procedures on how to use the Find, Notes, and Print buttons on the 


Messages form to work in the database are provided in the online Help files that 


accompany this database. They include information on the following topics: 


= Searching for information in the Messages database 

= Using a variable as a search criterion 

= Initiating a new search 

« Adding and removing notes to the Messages database 
= Setting up to print

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Running the Database Under MS-DOS with Windows 

To use the Messages database on a computer that has MS-DOSe with Microsoft 
Windows™ 3.1 or later, you need the following: 

=» IBM-compatible personal computer with an 80386 or higher processor 

_ (including 80386sx) 

= Hard disk with 4:5 to 5 megabytes (MB) of free space 

= Microsoft Mouse or other compatible pointing device (optional) 

=» VGA or higher, or compatible display a 

=» MS-DOS version 5 or later 


You can use the same Windows NT Resource Kit floppy disks or CD to set up and 
run the Messages database on MS-DOS with Windows as you did to run it under 
Windows NT. 


Maintaining the Database 


Microsoft Windows NT Messages provides functionality for maintaining your 
database and the Messages table. You can perform regular backups of both the 
database and the Messages table. You can also compact the database whenever you 
notice a marked increase in the file size, as displayed in File Manager, after adding 
notes or running search queries. . 


Backing Up the Database 


Backups protect you against the loss of your data and the information that describes 
your data. If you make unwanted, irreversible changes to a database, you can 
always return to the most recent backup copy. 


Important When backing up your database, you should also create a backup of the 
system database file, SYSTEM.MDA, which stores the default user options and 
security account information. If your SYSTEM.MDA file is lost or damaged, you 
will not be able to start the Messages database. If you do not have a backup of that 
file, you can copy the SYSTEM.MDA file from the Windows NT Resource Kit 
floppy disks or CD to your Messages directory. 
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> To back up the entire Messages database 


1. 


Close the Messages database and Microsoft Access by choosing Exit from 
the Microsoft Access File menu. 


In a multiuser environment, make sure that all other users have also closed 
the database. You can check to see who is connected to your computer by 
using the Server option in Control Panel. 


. Using the backup method of your choice (such as File Manager, backup 


software, or the copy command), copy the WINNTMSG.MDB file to another 
file, such as WINNTBAK.MDB, on a backup medium such as tape, floppy disk, 
or another network drive. 


> To restore the Messages database from a backup copy 


Copy the backup version of the WINNTMSG.MDB file (WINNTBAK.MDB) 
to your database directory. 


In a multiuser environment, first make sure that all other users have closed the 
database. You can check to see who is connected to your computer by using the 
Server option in Control Panel. 


After having backed up the entire database at least once to a WINNTBAK.MDB 
file, you now have the option of just backing up the Messages table while the 
Messages database is still open. 


» To back up and restore just the Messages table 


1. 


If you do not want to close the Messages database, choose the Backup button on 
the Messages form (or the Backup command under the Microsoft Access File 
menu) to back up only the messages data, including notes, to a previously 
created WINNTBAK.MDB file. 


To restore the Messages table data, choose the Restore command on the 
Microsoft Access File menu. 
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Compacting the Database 


Because the database adds your notes and also keeps a temporary record of your 
search queries, it can gradually increase in size. Periodically, you should compact 
your database to make the file smaller. 


When you compact a database, the data and security permission settings from your 
original file are copied to a temporary file and then copied back over the original 
one, WINNTMSG.MDB. Before compacting, you should make sure that you have 
enough storage space on your disk (at least an additional 4 MB of free space) for 
both the original and the temporary compacted version of the database. The 
compacting operation will fail if you do not have enough storage space. 


To compact the Messages database 
1. Close the Messages database. 


In a multiuser environment, make sure that all other users have also closed 
the database. You can check to see who is connected to your computer by using 
the Server option in Control Panel. 


2. In the Microsoft Windows NT Messages program group, double-click the 
Compact Database icon. 


CHAPTER 1 


Common Message Terms 
and User Actions 


This chapter goes beyond providing simple definitions of terms, and includes 
in-depth information and many suggested user actions or examples wherever 
appropriate. The terms are also defined with regard to how they relate to 
Windows NT messages. Many of these terms are very technical and do not 
appear in the Windows NT Workstation System Guide or Windows NT Server 
System Guide. Those terms that do may be slightly altered here to provide 
more information for understanding how they are used in messages. 


Reading the information presented here should make subsequent technical 
discussions more understandable, both in reading this book and talking with 
technical support people. 


access control entry (ACE) 
An entry in an access control list (ACL). Each access control entry defines 
the protection or auditing to be applied to a file or other object for a specific 
user or group of users. 


access control list (ACL) 
The part of a security descriptor that enumerates both the protections to 
accessing and the auditing of that accessing that are applied to an object. 
The owner of an object has discretionary access control of the object and 
can change the object’s ACL to allow or disallow others access to the object. 
Access control lists are ordered lists of access control entries (ACEs). 


access right 
A permission granted to a process to manipulate a particular object in a 
particular way (for example, by calling a service). Different object types support 
- different access rights, which are stored in an object’s access control list (ACL). 
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access token, or security token 
An object that uniquely identifies a user who has logged on. An access token is 
attached to all the user’s processes and contains the user’s security ID (SID), the 
SIDs of any groups to which the user belongs, any privileges that the user owns, 
the default owner of any objects that the user’s processes create, and the default 
access control list (ACL) to be applied to any objects that the user’s processes 
create. See also privilege. 


access violation 
An attempt to carry out a memory operation that is not allowed by Windows NT 
memory management. An access violation has nothing to do with the Security 
Manager’s checking of User-mode access rights to objects. 


There are four basic kinds of actions that can cause access violations: 
« Attempting an invalid operation, such as writing to a read-only buffer 


x Attempting to access memory beyond the limit of the current program’s 
address space (also known as a “length violation’) 


« Attempting to access a page to which the system forbids access. 
(For example, code is not allowed to run in the low-order 64K of the 
Windows NT User-mode address.) 


_ = Attempting to access a page that is currently resident but dedicated to the 
use of an Executive component. (For example, User-mode code is not 
allowed access to a page that the Kernel is using.) 


address space, or virtual address space 
The set of addresses available for a process’s threads to use. In Windows NT, 
every process has a unique address space of 4 GB. 


algorithm 
In its most general sense, an algorithm is any set of instructions that can be 
followed to carry out a particular task. In computer usage, an algorithm is a 
set of instructions within a program. If, for example, in the Network option in 
Control Panel, you encounter a message that says that “A binding algorithm 
failed,” this means that the program was unable to execute a set of instructions . 
designed to bind together elements necessary for a functional network 
configuration. 


allocation units 
See clusters. 


anonymous-level security token 
The type of security token used when a server impersonates a client. If, when 
the client calls the server, the client specifies an anonymous impersonation 
mode, the server cannot access any of the client’s identification information, 
such as its security identifier (SID) or privileges. The server will have to use 
an anonymous-level security token when representing the client in successive 
operations. See also access token. 
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application programming interface (API) 
A set of routines that an application program uses to request and carry out 
lower-level services performed by the operating system. 


For example, programming code is built using a series of function calls or 
routines that perform certain actions. Suppose that every workday you got up at 
7 AM., Showered, dressed, fixed and ate breakfast, brushed your teeth, and then 
drove to work. If you were really a computer and never deviated from this 
pattern, a programmer could write a program for you called DAILY_ROUTINE 
that would perform these actions automatically. So, instead of having to specify 
each action, the programmer could just write DAILY_ROUTINE in the code, 
and the actions would be carried out. Thus, in this example, DAILY_ROUTINE 
would constitute an API. 


authentication package 
A subsystem that verifies that the logon information that a user supplies matches 
the information stored in a security database. 


AUTOEXEC.NT and CONFIG.NT files 
Windows NT configures the MS-DOS environment by reading the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file when you log on, and by reading the AUTOEXEC.NT 
and CONFIG.NT files when you start an application in a new command 
window. The AUTOEXEC.NT and CONFIG.NT files are the Windows NT 
versions of AUTOEXEC.BAT and CONFIG.SYS. 


When you log on to Windows NT, the path and environment variables stored 
in the AUTOEXEC.BAT file are appended to the Windows NT path and 
environment settings. Because this portion of the operating environment is 
established at logon, the values set for the path and environment variables are 
available to each application you use. If you change these values, you must log 
off from and then log on to Windows NT again so that the changes take effect. 


When you start an MS-DOS-based or a 16-bit Windows-based application 

in anew command window, Windows NT reads the CONFIG.NT and 
AUTOEXEC.NT files to configure the environment for the application. If, for 
example, you change an application’s driver in the CONFIG.NT file, restarting 
the application puts the change into effect. You can edit these files just as you 
would CONFIG.SYS and AUTOEXEC.BAT. The files are located in the 
C:\systemroot\S YSTEM3? directory. 


bad-sector mapping ,; 
A technique used by the NTFS file system to handle write errors. When an 
error is detected, the file system takes a free block, writes the data to that block 
instead of to the bad block, and updates a bad-block map. A copy of this map is 
written to disk. 
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binding 
A series of bound paths from the upper-layer network services and protocols 
to the lowest layer of adapter card device drivers. Each network component can 
be bound to one or more network components above it or below it to make the 
- component’s services available to any component that can benefit from them. 


boot partition 
The boot partition for Windows NT is the volume, formatted for either 
a Windows NT file system (NTFS), file allocation table (FAT), or high- 
performance file system (HPFS), that has the Windows NT operating system 
and its support files. The boot partition can be (but does not have to be) the 
same as the system partition. It cannot be part of a stripe set or volume set, 
but it can be part of a mirror set. See also system partition. 


circular dependency 
A dependency in which an action that appears later in a chain is contingent 
upon an earlier action. For example, three services (A, B, and C) are linked. 
A is dependent upon B to start. B is dependent upon C to start. A circular 
dependency results when C is dependent upon A to start. See also dependency. 


clusters, or allocation units 
In data storage, a cluster is a disk-storage unit consisting of a fixed number of 
sectors (storage segments on the disk) that the operating system uses to read or 
write information to; typically, a cluster consists of two to eight sectors, each of 
which holds a certain number of bytes (characters). 


A formatted disk is divided into sectors, and a cluster is a set of contiguous 
sectors allocated to files as a single unit. This clustering of sectors reduces 
disk fragmentation but may result in wasted space within the cluster. 


Under both the NTFS and FAT file systems, the size of a cluster is based upon 
the size of the partition. However, with NTFS, you can override this with a 
switch, which forces a smaller (or larger) cluster size. Under FAT, the size of 
a cluster cannot be changed; the larger the partition, the more sectors you will 
have per cluster. Therefore, under FAT, you can have 1, 2, 4, 8, 16, 32, and 64 
sectors per cluster. 


CONFIG.NT files 
See AUTOEXEC.NT and CONFIG.NT files. 


control set 
All Windows NT startup-related data that is not computed during startup 
is saved in one of the Registry hives. This startup data is organized into 
control sets, each of which contains a complete set of parameters for starting 
up devices and services. The Registry always contains at least two control sets, 
each of which contains information about all the configurable options for the 
computer: the current control set and the LastKnownGood control set. 
See also LastKnownGood (LKG) control set. 
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corrupted data 
Data in memory or on disk that has been unintentionally changed, thereby 
altering or obliterating its meaning. 


current control set 
The control set that was used most recently to start the computer and that 
contains any changes made to the startup information during the current session. 
See also LastKnownGood (LKG) control set. 


cyclic redundancy check (CRC) 
A procedure used on disk drives to ensure that the data written to a sector is read 
correctly later. 


This procedure is also used in checking for errors in data transmission. The 
procedure is known as a redundancy check because each data transmission 
includes not only data but extra (redundant) error-checking values. The sending 
device generates a number based on the data to be transmitted and sends its 
result along with the data to the receiving device. The receiving device repeats 
the same calculation after transmission. If both devices obtain the same result, 
it is assumed that the transmission is error-free. 


deadlock condition 
A run-time error condition that occurs when two threads of execution are 
blocked, each waiting to acquire a resource that the other holds, and both unable 
to continue running. 


debugger breakpoints 
Set by the user of the Kernel debugger (KD) before running the Windows NT 
Executive, a breakpoint is put into the Executive code at an instruction. Then, 
when the Executive is run, if and when that instruction is executed, execution is 
stopped, and the current values of registers and flags are displayed. KD 
breakpoints are “sticky” in the sense that they remain in the program until 
explicitly removed. It is possible for code to have breakpoints in it that are 
never explicitly removed. See also Kernel debugger. 


dependency 
A situation in which one action must take place before another can happen. 
For example, if action A does not occur, then action D cannot occur. 


Some Windows NT drivers have dependencies on other drivers or groups 
of drivers. For example, driver A will not load unless some driver from the 
G group loads first. See also circular dependency. 
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domain 
For Windows NT Server, a collection of computers that share a common 
accounts database and security policy. Each domain has a unique name. 


A set of servers and workstations grouped together for efficiency and security, 
and the basic administrative unit in Windows NT Server. A network can be 
divided, for example, into domains by department, workgroup, or building floor. 


Domains keep large networks manageable. For example, users displaying 
a list of servers will see only the servers for their domain. But they can still 
access resources on servers in any domain if they have been granted the 
necessary rights. 


domain controller 
For a Windows NT Server domain, this refers to the server that maintains the 
security policy and the master database for a domain and, along with backup 
domain controllers, authenticates domain logons. 


down level 
A term that refers to earlier operating systems, such as Windows for 
Workgroups or LAN Manager, that can still interoperate with Windows NT 
Workstation or Windows NT Server. 


dynamic-link library (DLL) 
A library of routines that User-mode applications access through ordinary 
procedure calls. The operating system automatically modifies the user’s 
executable image to point to DLL procedures at run time. That way, the code 
for the procedures does not have to be included in the user’s executable image. 


enumeration operation 
The counting, accessing, or listing of an entire set of similar objects. When the 
last object in the set has been counted, accessed, or listed, the enumeration 
operation is complete. 


error logging 
The process by which errors that cannot readily be corrected by the majority of 
end users are written to a file instead of being displayed on the screen. System 
administrators, support technicians, and users can use this log file to monitor the 
condition of the hardware in a Windows NT computer, to tune the configuration 
of the computer for better performance, and to debug problems as they occur. 


exception 
A synchronous error condition resulting from the execution of a particular 
computer instruction. Exceptions can be either hardware-detected errors, such as 
division by zero, or software-detected errors, such as a guard-page violation. 
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Executive 
The Executive is the part of the Windows NT operating system that runs in 
Kernel mode. Kernel mode is a privileged processor mode in which a thread 
has access to system memory and to hardware. (In contrast, User mode is a 
nonprivileged processor mode in which a thread can only access system 
resources by calling system services.) The Windows NT Executive provides 
process structure, thread scheduling, interprocess communication, memory 
management, object management, object security, interrupt processes VO 
capabilities, and networking. 


The Windows NT Kernel is the part of the Windows NT Executive that 
manages the processor. It performs thread scheduling and dispatching, interrupt 
and exception handling, and multiprocessor synchronization. It also provides 
primitive objects to the Windows NT Executive, which uses them to create 
User-mode objects. 


Executive messages 
Two types of character-mode messages occur when the Windows NT Kernel 
detects an inconsistent condition from which it cannot recover: STOP messages 
and hardware-malfunction messages. 


Character-mode STOP messages are always displayed on a full character-mode 
screen rather than in a Windows-mode message box. They are also uniquely 
identified by a hexadecimal number and a symbolic string, as in the following 
example: 


*x* STOP: 0x00000001 
APC_INDEX_MISMATCH 


The content of the symbolic string may suggest, to a trained technician, 

the part of the Kernel that detected the condition from which there was no 
recourse but to stop. However, keep in mind that the cause may actually be 
in another part of the system. 


Character-mode hardware-malfunction messages are caused by a hardware 
condition detected by the processor. The first one or two lines of a hardware- 
malfunction message may differ depending on which company manufactured the 
computer. However, these lines always convey the same idea, as shown in the 
following example for an x86-based computer: 


Hardware malfunction. 
Call your hardware vendor for support. 


The additional lines in each manufacturer’s message screen also differ in format 
and content. 


Messages 


The Executive displays a Windows-mode STATUS message box when it detects 
conditions within a process (generally, an application) that you should know 
about. STATUS messages can be divided into three types: 


= System-information messages. All you need to do is read the information 
in the message box and choose the OK button. The Kernel will continue 
running the process or thread. 


= Warning messages. Some advise you to take an action that will enable 
the Kernel to keep running the process or thread. Others warn you that, 
although the process or thread will continue running, the results may not 
be correct. 


« Application-termination messages. These warn you that the Kernel is about | 
. to terminate either a process or a thread. 


For an in-depth discussion of the these messages, see Chapter 2, “Windows NT 
Executive Messages.” 


extended attribute 


Windows NT FAT files have four basic parts: the data, the file system 
attributes (such as creation time and date, and FAT attributes), the security 
descriptors, and the extended attributes (EAs). EAs make up the set of extended 
information about a file, and are ‘structured as name/value pairs. Typical 
Windows NT system uses of EAs are actions such as storing the icon of an 
executable image or indicating that the file is a symbolic link. 


extended partition 


This is created from free space on a hard disk aiid can be subpartitioned into 
zero or more logical drives. The free space in an extended partition can also 
be used to create volume sets or other kinds of volumes for fault-tolerance 
purposes. Only one of the four partitions allowed per physical disk can be 
an extended partition, and no primary partition needs to be present to create 
an extended partition. 


file control block (FCB) 


In MS-DOS, a 36-byte block of memory that contains all the information 
MS-DOS needs to know about an open file, such as the filename, what drive 
it is on, current file size, and date and time of creation. 


globally unique identifier (GUID) 


See universally unique identifier (UUID). 


guard-page protection 


The Windows NT Virtual Memory Manager can put a guard page at the end of a 
data structure, such as a dynamic array, and generate a warning message when a 
User-mode thread accesses the guard-page memory. The User-mode process can 
respond appropriately, for example, by extending the array. 
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handle 
In general, a unique identifier (often an integer) by which a client refers to an 
object in the Windows NT operating system. Clients call servers to get a handle 
to an object on which the client wants to operate. Then the client sends requests 
for operations to the object, referring to the object by its handle. The server 
actually does the operation. This ensures that the client does not operate on the 
object directly. 


In the Registry, each of the first-level key names begins with HKEY_ to 
indicate to software developers that this is a handle that can be read by a 
program. A handle is a value used to provide a unique identifier for a resource 
so that a program can access it. 


hexadecimal 
A base-16 number system that consists of the digits 0 through 9 and the 
uppercase and lowercase letters A (equivalent to decimal 10) through F 
(equivalent to decimal 15). 


high memory area (HMA) 
A 64K memory block located just above the 1 MB address in a Virtual DOS 
Machine (VDM). This memory becomes visible when the A20 address line is 
turned on, enabling 21-bit addressing in the VDM. 

hive 
The Registry is divided into parts called hives, so named as an analogy to the 
cellular structure of a beehive. A hive is a part of the Registry that maps to a file 
on your hard disk. Each user profile is a separate hive, which means that it is 
also a separate file. Therefore, an administrator can copy a user profile as a file, 
and view, repair, or copy entries using Registry Editor on another computer. 


hot key 
In a user interface, hot keys provide an alternative to the mouse for manipulating 
interface objects. For example, instead of using the mouse, you can press the key 
combination ALT+F to open the File menu on the menu bar. ALT+F is a hot key. 


impersonation 
The ability of a thread in one process to take on the security identity of a thread 
in another process and to perform operations on the other thread’s behalf. 
Impersonation is used by the Windows NT environment subsystems and network 
services to access remote resources on behalf of client applications. 


INF file 
One of a set of files used by the Setup program, either during Windows NT 
installation or during maintenance Setup, or both. An .INF file generally 
contains a script for Setup to follow, along with configuration data that 
ends up in the Registry. 


Messages 


input/output control TOCTL) 


An IOCTL command enables a program to communicate directly with a device 
driver. This is done, for example, by sending a string of control information 
recognized by the driver. None of the information passed from the program to 
the device driver is sent to the device itself (in other words, the control string 
sent to a printer driver is not displayed on the printer). 


installable file system (IFS) 


A file system that can be loaded into the operating system dynamically. 
Windows NT can support multiple installable file systems at one time, including 
the file allocation table (FAT) file system, the high-performance file system 
(HPFS), the Windows NT file system (NTFS), and the CD-ROM file system 
(CDFS). Windows NT automatically determines the format of a storage 
medium, and reads and writes files in the correct format. 


interrupt 


An asynchronous operating system condition that disrupts normal execution 
and transfers control to an interrupt handler. Interrupts can be issued by both 
software and hardware devices requiring service from the processor. When 
software issues an interrupt, it calls an interrupt service routine (ISR). When 
hardware issues an interrupt, it signals an interrupt request (IRQ) line. 


interrupt request level (IRQL) 


A ranking of interrupts by priority. A processor has an interrupt request level 
(IRQL) setting that threads can raise or lower. Interrupts that occur at or below 
the processor’s IRQL setting are masked, whereas interrupts that occur above 
the processor’s IRQL setting are not. Software interrupts are almost always 
lower priority than hardware interrupts. 


V/O bus 


A hardware path inside a computer that is used for transferring information 
to and from the processor and various input and output devices. 


Kernel 


The Windows NT Kernel is the part of the Windows NT Executive that 
manages the processor. It performs thread scheduling and dispatching, interrupt 
and exception handling, and multiprocessor synchronization. It also provides 
primitive objects to the Windows NT Executive, which uses them to create 
User-mode objects. 


Kernel debugger 


The Windows NT Kernel debugger (KD) is a 32-bit application that is used 
to debug the Kernel and device drivers, and to log the events leading up to a 
Windows NT Executive STOP, STATUS, or hardware-malfunction message. 
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The Kernel debugger runs on another Windows NT host computer that 
is connected to your Windows NT target computer. The two computers 
send debugging (troubleshooting) information back and forth through a 
communications port that must be running at the same baud rate on each 
computer. See also debugger breakpoints; system debugger, and 
WINDBG.EXE. 


Kernel mode 
See Executive. 


keyword 
A special type of command parameter that includes a value. The syntax of 
the “width” keyword illustrates this: width=40. 


LastKnownGood (LKG) control set 
The most recent control set that correctly started the system and resulted in 
a successful startup. The control set is saved as the LKG control set when you 
have a successful logon. 


A copy of the control set used to start the system is also stored as the Clone 
subkey in the Registry. At startup time, the Service Control Manager copies the 
Clone subkey to the LastKnownGood control set before any new changes are 
made to the control set. This helps to ensure that the computer always contains 

- aworking control set. See also current control set. 


local security authority (LSA) 
A component of the Windows NT security Scimn that maintains all aspects of 
local security on a system. This collection of information is known as the local 
security policy. The local security policy identifies, among other things, the 
following: domains trusted to authenticate logon attempts, who may access the 
system, how they may access it (locally, from the network, or as a service), who 
is assigned privileges, and what security auditing is to be performed. 


mapped I/O, or mapped file I/O 
This is file I/O that is performed by reading and writing to virtual memory 
that is backed by a file. 


memory control block (MCB) 
MS-DOS organizes available memory as a pool of blocks that are maintained as 
a chain (or linked list). The memory control block (MCB) occupies the bottom — 
16 bytes of each memory block and, among other things, points to the next 
memory block in the chain. If a memory control block is corrupted, MS-DOS 
cannot find the next block in the chain and does not know which memory blocks 
have been allocated and which have not.

Messages 


mounting a volume 
Finding a file system that recognizes the format of a volume, and associating the 
file system with the volume. Windows NT does this automatically the first time 
a program accesses a volume (or, for other forms of removable media such as 
floppy disks or CD-ROMs, each time the user reinserts the floppy disk or CD 
into a drive and performs I/O on it). A volume must be mounted before I/O 
operations can be done on it. 


named pipe 
An interprocess communication mechanism that enables one process to send 
data to another local or remote process. See also pipe. 


network control block (NCB) 
A block of sequential data of fixed length. This data includes an operation code 
that indicates the operation to be performed, and elements that indicate the status 
of the operation. See also opcode. 


network transport 
This can be either a particular layer of the OSI reference model between the 
Network Layer and the Session Layer, or a communications protocol between 
two different computers on a network. 


object a 
A single run-time instance of a Windows NT-defined object type. It contains 
data that can be manipulated only by using a set of services provided for objects 
of its type. : 


In Windows NT Performance Monitor, an object is a standard mechanism 

for identifying and using a system resource. Objects are created to represent 
individual processes, sections of shared memory, and physical devices. 
Performance Monitor groups counters by object type. Each object type can 

also have several instances. For example, the Processor object type will have 
multiple instances if a system has multiple processors. The Physical Disk object 
type has two instances if a system has two disks. Some object types (such as 
Memory and Server) do not have instances. 


opcode 
Operation code; a code, usually a number, that specifies an operation to be 
performed. An opcode is often the first component in a contiguous block of data; 
it indicates how other data in the block should be interpreted. See also network 
control block.

paging file, or swap file 
A system file that contains the contents of virtual pages that have been 
temporarily removed from physical memory by the Virtual Memory Manager. 


With virtual memory under Windows NT, some of the program code and 
other information are kept in RAM, while other information is temporarily 
swapped to a virtual-memory paging file. When that information is required 
again, Windows NT pulls it back into RAM and, if necessary, swaps other 
information to virtual memory. This activity is invisible, although you might 
notice that your hard disk.is working. The resulting benefit is that you can 

run more programs at one time than your system’s RAM would usually allow. 
See also virtual memory. | 


parameter 
Parameters are used in commands entered at the Windows NT command prompt 
to customize that particular use of the command. For example, the MS-DOS 
copy command has two parameters: the path to the file to copy and the path to 
where the copy will be put. These two parameter values could be any valid path; 
by changing these each time you use the copy command, you are customizing 
the command. 


partition 
A portion of a physical disk that functions as though it were a physically 
separate unit. You can use a partitioning program, such as FDISK for the 
MS-DOS and OS/2e operating systems and Disk Administrator for 
Windows NT, to create these unformatted units. You must then use the format 
command (either from the command prompt or from within Disk Administrator) 
to format them for use with a specific file system. A partition is usually referred 
to as either a primary or an extended partition. See also volume. 


partition table 
A structure on a disk that the operating system uses to divide a disk into logical 
divisions called partitions, which can then be formatted to a specific file system. 
Primary partitions are defined by a data-entry in the main partition table of a 
hard disk. Extended partitions are defined by a nondata entry in the main 
partition table. 


permission 
A rule associated with an object (usually a directory, file, or printer) in the form 
of a discretionary access control list (DACL) that is used to regulate which 
users or groups can have access to the object and in what manner. You can set 
file and directory permissions only on drives formatted to use the Windows NT 
File System (NTFS). See also right. 
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pipe 
An interprocess communication mechanism. Writing to and reading from a 
pipe is much like writing to and reading from a file, except that the two 
processes are actually using a shared memory segment to communicate data. 
See also named pipe. 


primary partition 
A portion of a physical disk that can be marked as active for use by an operating 
system. Active means that the POST (power-on self-test) routine can locate a 
boot sector on the partition. There can be up to four primary partitions (or up to 
three if there is already an extended partition) per physical disk. A primary 
partition cannot be subpartitioned. 


privilege 
The representation of most user rights in access tokens. An example of one 
is the backup privilege. Holders of that privilege are allowed to bypass file- 
system security. In a secure system, not all users will have that privilege. 
See also access token. 


privileged instruction 
Processor-privileged instructions have access to system memory and the 
hardware. 


process 
A logical division of labor in an operating system. 


A Windows NT process is created when a program runs. A process can be 
either an application (such as Microsoft Word or Corel Draw), a service 

(such as Event Log or Computer Browser), or a subsystem (such as POSIX). 

In Windows NT, it comprises a virtual address space, an executable program, 
one or more threads of execution, some portion of the user’s resource quotas, 
and the system resources that the operating system has allocated to the process’s 
threads. A process is implemented as an object. See also object. 


Registry 
A secure, unified database that stores application configuration data, hardware 
configuration data (such as device-driver configuration data, and network 
protocol and adapter card settings), and user data in a hierarchical form for 
a Windows NT Workstation or Windows NT Server computer. 


Registry key 
The configuration data in the Registry is stored in a hierarchical form, and keys 
are the building blocks of this hierarchy. In the Registry, there are four top-level 
keys that contain per-computer and per-user databases. Each key can contain 
data items, called value entries, and can also contain additional subkeys. In the 
Registry structure, keys are analogous to directories, and the value entries are 
analogous to files. See also value entries. 
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remote procedure call (RPC) 
A message-passing facility that enables a distributed application to call services 
available on various computers in a network without regard to their locations. 
Remote network operations are handled automatically. RPC provides a 
procedural, rather than a transport-centered, view of networked operations. 


remote procedure call (RPC) binding 
A logical connection between the client and server, or the process by which the 
client establishes a logical connection to the server. 


remote procedure call (RPC) connection 
A transport-level virtual circuit between the client and server. The RPC run time 
establishes the circuit when the client binds to the server interface instance. 
Connections are not visible to the client. A client may have more than one 
connection to the server. 


remote procedure call (RPC) endpoint 
An endpoint identifies a specific server instance (or address space) on a host. 
The format of the endpoint depends on the transport protocol used. There are 
well-known endpoints and dynamic endpoints. Well-known endpoints are 
registered in the name service database. Dynamic endpoints are assigned to 
server instances at run time. 


remote procedure call (RPC) protocol sequence 
A-character string that identifies the network protocols used to establish a 
relationship between a client and a server. The protocol sequence contains a set 
of options that the RPC run time must know about to establish a binding. These 
options include the RPC protocol, the format of the network address, and the 
transport protocol. For example, a protocol sequence string might be 
as follows: 


ncacn_ip_tcp 


remote procedure call (RPC) server 
_ The program or computer that processes remote procedure calls from a client. 


revision level 
A revision level is built into many Windows NT data structures, such as security 
descriptors and access control lists (ACLs). This enables the structure to be 
passed between systems or stored on disk even though it is expected to change 
in the future. | 


right 
A right authorizes a user to perform certain actions on the system. In most 
situations, rights should be provided to a user by adding that user’s account 
to one of the built-in groups that already possesses the needed rights, rather 
than by administering the user rights policy. Rights apply to the system as a 
whole, and are different from permissions, which apply to specific objects. 
See also permission. 
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root directory 
In a file system structured as a hierarchy of directones on a partition or volume, 
the root directory is the parent of all the other directories. The root directory — 
name in FAT, HPFS, and NTFS is a backslash (\). 


secrets 
Encrypted pieces of information. 


security accounts manager (SAM) : 
A Windows NT-protected subsystem that maintains the security accounts 
database. 


security descriptor 
A data structure that houses all the security information related to an object. 
It contains a discretionary access control list (DACL), a system access control 
list (SACL) that controls auditing on the object, an owner, and a primary group 
of the object. 


security ID (SID) 
A number that identifies a user, a global group of users, a local group of users, 
or a domain within Windows NT. 


security token 
See access token. 


semaphore 
Generally, semaphores are signaling devices or mechanisms. However, in 
Windows NT, system semaphores are objects used to synchronize activities 
on an interprocess level. For example, when two or more processes share 
a common resource such as a printer, video screen, or memory segment, 
semaphores are used to control access to those resources so that only one 
process can alter them at any particular time. 


server message block (SMB) 
A block of data that contains a work request from a workstation to a server, 
~ or that contains the response from the server to the workstation. SMBs are used 
for all communications that go through the server or workstation service, such 
as file I/O, creating and removing remote connections, or performing any other 
network function that the redirector needs to carry out. 


Microsoft network redirectors use this structure to send remote requests or 
information over the network to a remote computer, which can be either a 
Windows NT Workstation or Windows NT Server computer. 


single system image (SSD 
A domain that has the Logon service running and that propagates its user 
accounts database throughout the domain. 
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stand-alone 
A workstation or server that is not currently a member of a domain. Or, 
a workstation or server at which logon requests are not validated by a 
logon server. 


swap file 
See paging file. 


switch 
A special type of command parameter that is denoted by a leading slash (/) 
or leading dash (-). Switches are normally used for parameters that are simple 
toggles (on/off switches). For example, in the chkdsk command, an optional 
parameter is the /f switch. If it is used, chkdsk attempts to fix any problems it 
finds on a disk. If it is not used, chkdsk only reports the problems and does not 
attempt to fix them. 


syntax 
The rules governing the structure and content of commands entered into 
the computer. For example, when you enter commands at the Windows NT 
command prompt, if the structure and content of a command violate the syntax 
rules, the Windows NT command processor cannot interpret the command and 
generates a syntax error message. 


system debugger 
The Windows NT system debugger (NTSD) is a 32-bit application that supports 
the debugging of User-mode applications and dynamic-link libraries (DLLs). 
NTSD can also read and write paged and nonpaged memory, and supports 
multiple-thread debugging and multiprocess debugging. 


NTSD enables you to display and execute program code, set breakpoints that. 
stop the execution of your program, and examine and change values in memory. 
NTSD also enables you to refer to data and instructions by name rather than by 
address. It can access program locations through addresses, global symbols, or 
line-number references, making it easy to locate and debug specific sections of 
code. You can debug C programs at the source-file level as well as at the 
machine-code level. You can also display the source statements of a program, 
the disassembled machine code of the program, or a combination of source 
statements and disassembled machine code. 


In contrast to NTSD, the Windows NT Kernel debugger (KD) supports the 
debugging of Kernel-mode code. It cannot be used to set breakpoints in 
User-mode nor to read or write paged-out memory. KD also does not provide 
support for threads. However, it does support multiprocess debugging. 


You would, therefore, use NTSD for debugging User-mode programs and 
KD for debugging the Kernel and device drivers. See also Kernel debugger 
and WINDBG.EXE. 
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system files 


Files that are used by either the operating system or the file system to store 
special system data. NTFS uses them to store special data 
on the file system. 


Operating systems use these files to store information and programs that are 
used to start the computer and load the operating system. MS-DOS system files 
include IO.SYS, MSDOS.SYS, and COMMAND.COM. Windows NT system 
files include NTLDR, NTIDETECT.COM, BOOTL.INI, and several of the files 
in the \systemroot\SYSTEM32 directory. - | 


system partition 


The system partition for Windows NT is the volume that has the hardware- 
specific files needed to load Windows NT. On x86-based computers, it must be 
a primary partition that has been marked as active for startup purposes and must 
be located on the disk that the computer accesses when starting up the system. 
There can be only one active system partition at a time, which is denoted on the 
screen by an asterisk. If you want to use another operating system, you must first 
mark its system partition as active before restarting the computer. 


Partitions on a RISC-based computer are not marked active. Instead, they are 
configured by a hardware configuration program supplied by the manufacturer. 


On RISC-based computers, the system partition must be formatted for the FAT 


file system. On either type of computer, the system partition can never be part 
of a stripe set or volume set, but it can be part of a mirror set. See also boot 
partition. 


terminated process 


In Windows NT, a process object is a program invocation, including the address 
space and resources required to run the program. When the Windows NT 
Executive terminates a process, it quits running the program and returns the 
address space and resources to the system. From the user’s point of view, the 
application is no longer running. 


thread 


An executable entity that belongs to one (and only one) process. It comprises 
a program counter, a User-mode stack, a Kernel-mode stack, and a set of 
register values. All threads in a process have equal access to the process’s 
address space, object handles, and other resources. 


In Windows NT Performance Monitor, threads are objects within processes 

that execute program instructions. They allow concurrent operations within a 
process and enable one process to execute different parts of its program on 
different processors simultaneously. Each thread running on a system shows 

up as an instance for the Thread object type and is identified by association 

with its parent process. For example, if Print Manager has two active threads, 
Performance Monitor identifies them as Thread object instances Printman ==> 0 
and Printman ==> 1. | 
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transport driver interface (TDI) 
A Windows NT interface for network redirectors and servers to use in sending 
network-bound requests to network transport drivers. This interface provides 
transport independence by abstracting transport-specific information. 


trap 
A processor’s mechanism for capturing an executing thread when an unusual 
event (such as an exception or interrupt) occurs, and then transferring control 
- toa fixed location in memory where the handler code resides. The trap handler 
determines the type of condition and transfers control to an appropriate handling 
routine. 


trust relationship 
Trust relationships are links between domains that enable pass-through 
authentication, in which a user has only one user account in one domain, : 
yet can access the entire network. User accounts and global groups defined 
in a trusted domain can be given rights and resource permissions in a trusting 
domain, even though those accounts don’t exist in the trusting domain’s 
database. A trusting domain honors the logon authentications of a trusted 
domain. 


universal naming convention (UNC) name 
A name given to a device, computer, or resource to enable other users and 
applications to establish an explicit connection and access the resources over the 
network. Also known as the uniform naming convention. The TOHONANE example 
shows the syntax of a UNC name: 


\\<computername>\<sharename>\<filename> 


universally unique identifier (UUID) 
A unique identification string associated with the remote procedure call 
interface. Also known as a globally unique identifier (GUID). 


These identifiers consist of eight hexadecimal digits followed first by a hyphen, 
then by three groups of four hexadecimal digits with each group followed by a 
hyphen, and finally by twelve hexadecimal digits. For example, 12345678- 
1234-1234-1234-123456789ABC is a syntactically correct identifier. The 
identifiers on the client and server must match for the client and server to bind. 


User mode 
See Executive. 


value entries 
The value for a specific entry under a key or subkey in the Resisity: Value — 
entries appear as a string with three components: a name, a type, and the value. 
-- See also Registry key. 


virtual address space 
See address space. 
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virtual DOS machine (VDM) 
Provides a complete MS-DOS environment and a character-based window in 
which to run an MS-DOS -—based application. Any number of VDMs can run 
simultaneously. 


virtual memory 
A logical view of memory that does not necessarily correspond to the memory’s 
physical structure. 


Normally, virtual memory is the space on your hard disk that Windows NT uses 
as if it were actually memory. Windows NT does this through the use of the 
paging file. However, virtual memory can also be unused address space that 

is allocated to a process but not yet in use. In this case, the memory will not 
physically exist anywhere until it is actually used (that is, until data or code is 
loaded into it). 


The benefit of using virtual memory is that you can run more applications at 
one time than your system’s physical memory would otherwise allow. The 
drawbacks are the disk space required for the virtual-memory paging file and 
the decreased execution speed when swapping is required. See also paging file. 


volume 
A file-based medium that has been initialized with a file system structure 
(for example, a floppy disk, a hard disk, a tape reel, or a particular partition 
on a hard disk). A disk partition or collection of partitions that have been 
formatted for use by a file system and that can also be used as volume sets, 
Stripe sets, and mirror sets. See also partition. 


WINDBG.EXE 
The Windows NT debugger (WINDBG.EXE) is a 32-bit application that, along 
with a collection of DLLs, is used for debugging the Kernel, device drivers, and 
applications. The same application can also be used on all hardware platforms, 
although there is a different build of it for each platform. It can be used for 
either remote or local debugging and can also be used in conjunction with the 
System Recovery option in Control Panel. 


working set 
The set of virtual pages that are in physical memory at any moment for a 
particular process. In a virtual memory system like Windows NT, a memory 
management system provides a large address space to each process by mapping 
the processes’ virtual addresses into physical addresses as the processes’ threads 
use them. When physical memory becomes full, the memory management 
system swaps selected memory contents to disk, reloading them from disk 
on demand. | 
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CHAPTER 2 


Windows NT Executive Messages 


. The Executive is the part of the Windows NT operating system that runs in 
Kernel mode. Kernel mode is a privileged processor mode in which a thread 
has access to system memory and to hardware. (In contrast, User mode is a 
nonprivileged processor mode in which a thread can only access system 
resources by calling system services.) The Windows NT Executive provides 
process structure, thread scheduling, interprocess communication, memory 
management, object management, object security, interrupt processing, I/O 
capabilities, and networking. 


The Windows NT Kernel is the part of the Windows NT Executive that manages 
the processor. It performs thread scheduling and dispatching, interrupt and 
exception handling, and multiprocessor synchronization. It also provides primitive 
objects to the Windows NT Executive, which uses them to create User-mode 
objects. 


There are three types of Windows NT Executive messages: 


= Character-mode STOP messages 
= Character-mode hardware-malfunction messages 
_= Windows-mode STATUS messages 


Many of these messages were created to cover everything else that could possibly 
happen, so you may never see them. For example, one of the STOP messages is _ 
“Unhandled Kernel exception.” This message is only displayed after the Kernel 
exception dispatcher has exhausted its search of the Kernel call stack for exception- 
handling code. Similarly, a STATUS message announces the termination of a 
thread only after the Executive has searched the entire user call stack and the 
subsystem associated with the application for exception-handling code. — 
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For help with hardware-malfunction messages, you should first contact a technician 
within your own organization to run hardware diagnostics on your computer. If you 
then need to find help outside your organization, contact the hardware vendor for 
your specific brand of computer, adapter, or peripheral device. 


Most users will also need to ask for help with the STOP messages from a technical 
support person who has been trained to support Windows NT. Information on what 
you can do to help that trained technician use the Windows NT debugger 
application (WINDBG.EXE) appears in the “Windows NT Debugger” section at 
the end of this chapter. . 


Character-Mode Messages 


Two types of character-mode messages occur when the Windows NT Kernel 
detects an inconsistent condition from which it cannot recover: STOP messages and 
hardware-malfunction messages. You can organize these messages into the 
following groups: 


= STOP messages that could happen only during the relatively short Windows NT 
startup period, which is Phase 4 of the Windows NT boot sequence 


= STOP messages that can be traced back to a software condition detected 
by the processor 


« Hardware-malfunction messages that can be traced back to a hardware 
condition detected: by the processor 


x All the rest of the STOP messages 


The STOP Message Screen 


Character-mode STOP messages are always displayed on a full character-mode 
screen rather than in a Windows-mode message box. They are also uniquely 
identified by a hexadecimal number and a symbolic string, as in the following 
example: 


*** STOP: 0x00000001 
APC_INDEX_MISMATCH 


The content of the symbolic string may suggest, to a trained technician, the part 

of the Kernel that detected the condition from which there was no recourse but 

to stop. However, keep in mind that the cause may actually be in another part of the 
system.

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As shown in the preceding example, STOP messages are presented in four parts: 


_ The first part contains the most important error diagnostic information. In the 


preceding example, that diagnostic information is contained in the first two 
lines. These lines contain the STOP error code, its four parameters, and the text 
of the STOP error message.. 


You should always record, at least, those first few lines before trying to restart 
your computer. While those lines are important and a knowledgeable technician 
can often diagnose the source of a STOP condition with that information alone, 
they can be used best when combined with the information in the rest of the. 


- STOP screen. 


Note Under some conditions, the Kernel will be able to display only the top line | 
of the STOP message. The services it needs to display the rest of the information 
may not be available. 


The second part is a two-column display of the names of all the drivers loaded 
on the computer at the time the STOP message occurred, along with their base 
addresses in memory and a date-stamp that indicates the driver’s file date. This 
section is important because many STOP messages contain in their parameter 
list the address of the instruction that caused the error. If the address falls within 
the base address of one of the drivers on this list, then that driver may be the 
cause of this error. . . 


The third part is a dump of some of the calls on the stack that led up to the STOP 
message. Sometimes, the first few lines can tell an experienced support 
technician what component or driver caused the error. However, the last calls on 
the stack are not always the cause of the problem. 


The fourth part provides confirmation of the communications parameters used 
by the Kernel debugger on the target computer, if enabled, and the me 
standard user response to a STOP message: 


Restart and set the recovery options in the system control panel or 
the/CRASHDEBUG system start option. If this message reappears, 
contact your system administrator or technical support group. 
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The user response in the fourth part of the STOP message implies the following: 


=» If you restart your computer, the STOP condition may not happen again. If the 
error does persist, you need to enable the Kernel debugger in either DEBUG or 
CRASHDEBUG mode on this computer. Instructions on configuring the — 
computer for debugging can be found in the “Windows NT Debugger” section 
at the end of this chapter. 

= In general, debugging requires a trained technician, who will need all the © 
information displayed in the STOP message to determine the cause of the error. 
The technician may also have to connect to the computer either locally or 
remotely using a modem to resolve the STOP condition. - . 

= Trained technicians are often available within one’s own organization. Even if 
they cannot diagnose the condition, they are probably the people best able to talk 
with a technical support group about the contents of the STOP message. 


Sample STOP Messages 


The following two messages are typical examples of STOP messages. 


Message ID Text string

The top two lines of the STOP message screen might look like the following ones 
for the STOP message uniquely identified by the hexadecimal number Ox0A. 


*** STOP: OxQ@QQ0QQ0A (0x0019524C, 0x00000002, 0x00000000,0x801122E5) 
Memory at 19524c was referenced at IRQL 2 for @ access from 801122e5. 


The four most important pieces of diagnostic information are shown here twice: 
once as a parameter list on the top line, and then again embedded in the message 
text on the second line. The second and third parameters in this STOP message 
give the IRQL level (in this case, 2) and the access mode (where 0 = Read, and 
1 = Write). 


The fourth parameter, from address, identifies the location in memory of the 
instruction that caused the STOP error. This address can be used to identify the 
program module that was running at the time of the error. In the example of a 
complete STOP message given in the preceding section, the module I8042PRT.SYS 
has a base address at FA840000, which is the closest base address to FA8418B4. 
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The top two lines of the STOP message screen might look like the following ones 
for the STOP message uniquely identified by the hexadecimal number 0x1E. 


*** STOP: OxOOOO001E (0x80000003 ,Ox80106FDO ,0x00000000 ,0x200000000) 
Unhandled Kernel exception 80000003 from 80106fd0 (0,0). 


In this case, the second parameter identifies the module that was running at the time 
of the error. 


- The third and fourth parameters may be zero or nonzero. In the preceding example, 
they are both zero. The content of these two parameters is specific to the exception 
code generated. In other words, the value of the first parameter determines the 
values of the third and fourth parameters. Also, the third and fourth parameter 
values can only be interpreted in the context of the first parameter value. 


STOP messages That Occur Only at Executive Initialization 


There is a group of STOP messages that happen only during the relatively short 
Windows NT startup period, which is Phase 4 of the Windows NT boot sequence. 
Executive initialization is one step during Phase 4. That step can be further broken 
down into two phases: Phase 0 and Phase 1. During Phase 0 initialization, 
interrupts are disabled and only a few Executive components, such as the hardware 
abstraction layer (HAL), are initialized. During Phase 1 initialization, the system is 
fully operational, and the Windows NT subcomponents do a full initialization. 


If you get one of the following Phase 0 initialization STOP messages, run the 
hardware diagnostics. If no hardware problems are found, reinstall Windows NT 
and try to initialize it again. If you get the same message again, contact a trained 
technician.

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STOP Messages Caused by a Software Trap 


Another group of STOP messages is caused by a software condition detected by the 
processor. This condition, called a software trap, happens when a processor detects 


a problem in an executing instruction from which the processor will not continue. 
For instance, a processor will not carry out an instruction that contains invalid 


operands. 


When you get a STOP message that is caused by a software trap, follow the steps 
given in “Remaining STOP Messages,” later in this chapter. 


The following is an example of the first line of the STOP message that is displayed 
for all software traps: 


*** STOP: QxOO0Q007F (Ox2800000n, 00000000, 02000000, 20000000) 


_ UNEXPECTED_KERNEL_MODE_TRAP 


The first parameter (shown as 0x0000000n in the example) in the message 
parameter list indicates which of twelve possible traps has occurred. For instance, 
in the case of an instruction that contains invalid operands, the message will appear 


as follows: 


*** STOP: OxGOQQ007F (0x00000006, 20000000, 20000000, 00000000) 
UNEXPECTED_KERNEL_MODE_TRAP 


The following table shows the possible values and their meanings for that first 


parameter. 

Parameter Processor detected 

0x00000000 An attempt to divide by zero. 

0x00000001 A system-debugger call. 

0x00000003 A debugger breakpoint. 

0x00000004 An arithmetic operation overflow. 

0x00000005 An array index that exceeds the array bounds. 

0x00000006 Invalid operands in an instruction or an attempt to execute a 
protected-mode instruction while running in real mode. 

0x00000007 A hardware coprocessor instruction, with no coprocessor present. 

0x00000008 An error while processing an error (also known as a “double fault”). 

0x0000000A A corrupt Task State Segment. 

0x0000000B An access to a memory segment that was not present. 

0x0000000C An access to memory beyond the limits of a stack. | 

0x0000000D An exception not covered by some other exception (also known 


as a “general protection fault’). 
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Hardware-Malfunction Messages 


Hardware-malfunction messages are caused by a hardware condition detected by 
the processor. The first one or two lines of a hardware-malfunction message may 
differ depending on which company manufactured the computer. However, these 
lines always convey the same idea, as shown in the following example for an 
x86-based computer: _ 


Hardware malfunction. 
Call your hardware vendor for support. 


The additional lines in each manufacturer’s message screen also differ in format 
and content. Therefore, before doing what the sample message recommends, contact 
a technician within. your own organization to run hardware diagnostics on your 
computer. The information provided below the first two lines will help your 
technician decide which hardware diagnostics to run. For example, for x86-based 
ISA bus computers, information is displayed that indicates whether this is a 
memory-parity error or a bus-data error. On x86-based EISA computers, if the 
hardware problem is in an adapter, the adapter slot number on the system board 

is displayed. 


If you then still need to find help from outside your organization to interpret the 
information on the screen, contact the hardware vendor for your specific brand 
of computer, adapter, or peripheral device. 


Remaining STOP Messages 


A typical user will not be able to diagnose the cause of any of the remaining STOP 
messages. When you get one of these messages, first record the top few lines of the 
STOP message and then restart the computer. If the STOP message occurs again, 
you have four options for diagnosing the STOP condition, all of which should be 
handled by a trained technician at your own site: 


» Diagnose the problem using the information displayed in the STOP message and 
any pertinent information from the Windows NT forum on CompuServe, where 
Microsoft maintains an up-to-date list of causes for these STOP messages. 


= Use the Windows NT debugger to get more information about the problem. 


If you use this option or the next one, be sure to switch Windows NT to debug 
mode before you restart your computer. See “Windows NT Debugger,” later in 
this chapter, for information on how to prepare your computer for debugging. 
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= Contact your own or another technical support group for assistance in using the 
Windows NT debugger remotely. 


= Contact your own or another technical support group to discuss the information 
in the STOP message. They may see a familiar pattern in the information and 
save everyone time. 


The following list provides the ranges of unique hexadecimal numbers for the 
STOP messages that are least likely to happen. However, if one does occur, it 
will be after Windows NT Executive startup is complete and will not be caused 
by hardware or software traps in a processor. If you want more information 
about these messages, you can refer to the alphabetical list provided in Chapter 4, __ 
“Message Reference.” However, most trained technicians will only need the unique

Windows-Mode STATUS Messages 


The Executive displays a Windows-mode STATUS message box when it 
detects conditions within a process (generally, an application) that you should 
know about. STATUS messages can be divided into three types: 


= System-information messages. All you can do is read the information in the 
message box and choose the OK button. The Kernel will continue running the 
process or thread. 


« Warning messages. Some advise you to take an action that will enable the 
Kernel to keep running the process or thread. Others warn you that, although 
the process or thread will continue running, the results may not be correct. 


« Application-termination messages. These warn you that the Kernel is about 
to terminate either a process or a thread. 
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System-Information Messages 


System-information messages from the Executive provide status information 

on conditions within a process that should be noted but that will not stop the 
application from running. All that you can do with these messages is read the 
information and choose the OK button. If one of the following messages appears 
frequently while you are working in the same application, contact either the supplier 
of the application or your system administrator to adjust the configuration of your 
Windows NT computer.

Warning Messages 


Warning messages from the Executive provide status information on more 
serious conditions within a process that could potentially stop the application or 
cause damage to your data. Some warning messages will prompt you indirectly 
for a user action, as in the following example: 


Out of Paper: The printer is out of paper. 


If one of the following messages appears frequently while you are working in 
the same application, contact either the supplier of the application or your system 
administrator to adjust the configuration of your Windows NT computer.

Application-termination messages from the Executive appear when the Kernel 
is about to terminate either the process in which an application is running or the 
thread of an application. Some of these messages will advise you to perform an 
action before restarting the application, as in the following example: 


The application or DLL <filename> is not a valid Windows NT image. 
Please check this against your installation disk. 


In other cases, the user action is strongly implied, as in the following example: 


The dynamic link library <filename> could not be found in the specific 
path <path> 


This example implies that you should make sure that the DLL is in the path before 
you restart the application. 


If one of the following 
messages reappears, contact the supplier of the application.

Windows NT Debugger 


The Windows NT debugger (WinDbg) is a 32-bit application that, along with a 

collection of DLLs, is used for debugging the Kernel, device drivers, and 

applications. This section, however, will only discuss how to use WinDbg for 

Kernel debugging. The same application can be used on all hardware platforms, 

although there is a different build of it for each platform. It is provided on the 
Windows NT CD-ROM under the \SUPPORT\DEBUG directory. 


It can be used for either remote or local Kernel debugging and can also be used in 
conjunction with the Recovery option located under the System option in Control 
Panel. Both remote and local Kernel debugging require that WinDbg run on another 
Windows NT host computer that is connected to your Windows NT target 
computer. The two computers send debugging (troubleshooting) information back 
and forth through communications ports that must be running at the same baud rate 
on each computer. 


With local Kernel debugging, the host computer is located within a few feet of the 
target computer, and the two computers communicate through a null-modem serial 
cable. With remote Kernel debugging, the host computer can be any distance from 
the target computer, since communication takes place through modems. 


Using the Recovery option allows you to configure the target computer to write 
debugging information to a log file when a STOP error occurs. This file preserves 
the state of the computer at the time of the STOP error, and the log file can be used 
later by WinDbg to troubleshoot the problem. By using this option, you can run 
WinDbg on any computer after loading the log file, including the computer on 
which the STOP error occurred. 


When you get a Windows NT Executive STOP or STATUS message on a 
Windows NT Workstation computer, you should restart the computer after 
recording the important information in the message. (On a Windows NT Server 
computer, the computer restarts by default after writing an event to the system 
log, alerting administrators, and dumping system memory to the log file called 
MEMORY.DMP. Therefore, to preserve log files, you should copy them to a new 
filename each time a STOP error occurs.) You may then want to continue running 
Windows NT until the message is redisplayed. 
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When that happens, you need to decide whether to debug the STOP error locally or 
remotely and then configure your system appropriately. If a trained technician is 
available, you could also ask him or her to do one of the preparatory procedures 
given in this section to set up your computer to run WinDbg remotely. Or you could 
call your technical support group and request assistance with the debugging. 


Configuring a System for Debugging 


Ordinarily, you will ran Windows NT Workstation or Windows NT Server with the 
debug mode turned off, which is the default when Windows NT Setup installs the 
system. In that mode, an Executive STOP or STATUS message will not enable the 
debugger. To switch Windows NT into debug mode, you have to edit the 

Windows NT startup file, BOOT-.INI, and include one of the two debug-mode 
switches: /crashdebug or /debug. If you include the /crashdebug switch in the 
BOOT.INI file, the debugger is loaded when you start but remains inactive unless a 
Kernel error occurs. This mode is useful if you are experiencing random, 
unpredictable Kernel errors. When you include the /debug switch, the debugger is 
loaded when you start and can be activated at any time by a debugger connected to 
the computer. This is the standard mode used when debugging problems that are 
regularly reproducible. | 


You can also change the default communications port and baud rate by editing the 
BOOTL.INI file. Since the code that enables remote Kernel debugging resides in the 
hardware abstraction layer (HAL), the defaults for the communications port and 
baud rate may vary from one computer to another. On x86-based computers, if you 
have more than one communications port, the default debug port is set to COM2. 
However, if you have a serial mouse attached to COM2, the default debug port is 
set to COM1. If you do not set the baud rate, the default baud rate is 9600 if a 
modem is attached. If necessary, you can verify later what baud rate has been set. 
On RISC-based computers, the default debug port is set to COM1. 


When you are finished debugging the computer, you should turn the debug mode 
off again. To do this, repeat the process of editing the BOOT.INI file or the 
OSLOADOPTIONS environmental variable, and delete any values you set to 
enable debugging. On a RISC-based computer, this may mean the 
OSLOADOPTIONS variable has no values, which is acceptable. 


To specify settings, you can use the following procedure, which will prepare your 
computer for either remote or local Kernel debugging. 
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> To prepare an x86-based target computer for remote or local debugging 


1. 


For remote debugging, connect a modem to the communications port, turn the 
power on, and set the modem to auto-answer. This could also be done on a 
second computer and then the modem could be moved to the target computer 
after a Kernel error occurs. 


For local debugging, connect the null-modem serial cable to any available 
communications port. . . 


Restart the computer under MS-DOS or Windows NT. 


If you can restart under Windows NT, double-click the Command Prompt icon 
in the Main group to access the command line. 

To turn off the system, hidden, and read-only attributes of the BOOT.INI file, © 
type: 


attrib -s -h -r boot.ini 


The BOOT.INI file is usually located in the root directory of the partition from 
which the Windows NT NTLDR program was loaded, which is ordinarily C:\. 


To use MS-DOS Editor to change the BOOT.INI file, type: 
edit boot.ini 


The BOOTL.INI file appears within the MS-DOS Editor window and normally 
looks something like the following example: 


[boot loader] 

timeout=30 

default=multi(@)disk(0®)rdisk(®)partition(1)\WINDOWS 

[operating systems] 
multi(@)disk(@)rdisk(@)partition(1)\WINDOWS="Windows NT" Version 3.5" 
multi(@)disk(@)rdisk(@)partition(1)\WINDOWS="Windows NT" Version 3.5 
[VGA mode]" /BASEVIDEO 

C:\="MS-DOS" 


Each entry in the [operating systems] section should correspond to the options 
listed in the boot menu during a normal system startup. 


. Select the startup option that you normally use and add either the /debug or 


/crashdebug switch at the end of the line. 


An alternative to using the /debug switch is to add switches at the end of the 
line that explicitly set the communications port and baud rate your computer will. 
use to send debugging information. 


To specify the communications port, add the switch /debugport=comx, where x 
is the communications port that you want to use. 
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7. To specify the baud rate, add the switch /baudrate=<baudrate>. 


Valid speeds for the baud rate range from 75 to 115,200 baud. The hardware 
will determine the speed chosen. 9600 baud is the normal rate for remote 
debugging over a modem. Local debugging over a serial cable can run as fast as 
57,600 baud or higher if both computers can support the speed. 


The following is an example of a startup-option line specifying the 
communications port and baud rate: 


MOET CD ERS COATS RCRD Ay EE LONGENTTNDORS SY "Windows NT" Version 3.5" 
/debugport=coml /baudrate=9600 


8. Save the file and quit MS-DOS Editor. 
9. Restart the computer to run under Windows NT. 


You may now contact your technical support group or a trained technician and 
have them call the modem to establish a remote debugging session. 


Preparing a RISC-based computer for remote or local Kernel debugging also 
involves editing one line in a startup file, but you access that file in a different 
manner. 


> To prepare a RISC-based target computer for remote or local debugging 


1. For remote debugging, connect a modem to the communications port, turn the 
power on, and set the modem to auto-answer. This could also be done on a 
second computer and then the modem could be moved to the target computer 
after a Kernel error occurs. 


For local debugging, connect the null-modem serial cable to any available 
communications port. 


2. Restart the computer. 


The ARC System screen appears, displaying the main menu from which you can 
select an action. 


3. Ona MIPS RISC-based system, choose Run Setup to display the Setup menu 
and then choose Manage Startup to display a menu of the boot options. 


On a Digital Alpha AXP RISC-based system, choose Supplementary Menu, Set 
Up the System, and Manage Boot Selection Menu to display a menu of the boot 
options. 


4. Choose Change a Boot Selection to display a list of the operating systems that 
are installed on this computer. 
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. Choose the Windows NT operating system. If you have more than one version of 


Windows NT installed, select the one that you want to debug. 


A two-part screen appears for changing the current settings of the environment 
variables used to start the RISC-based computer. The environment variable that 
controls whether or not the RISC-based computer starts up in debug mode is the 
OSLOADOPTIONS variable. 


. To edit the value for the OSLOADOPTIONS variable, use the arrow keys to 


select it from the list of variables. 


Once selected, it appears in the Name box at the top of the screen. 


7. Press ENTER to display the Value box. 


11. 


. Type debug or crashdebug in the Value box and press ENTER to save it and 


turn the debug mode on. 


You may also add a value that explicitly sets the communications port, as in the 
following example: 


OSLOADOPTIONS debug debuaneri=caad 


If you do not specify the debug port, the default debug port is set to COM1. 
Since RISC-based computers allow only a default baud rate of 19200, you do 
not need to specify the baud rate. 


.. Press ESC to stop editing. 
10. 


On a MIPS RISC-based system, choose Return To Main Menu and then Exit to 
return to the ARC System screen. 


On a Digital Alpha AXP RISC-based system, choose Supplementary Menu, 
save your changes, and then choose Boot Menu to return to the ARC System 
screen. 


If this is the first time that you have debugged a Digital Alpha AXP RISC-based 
system, after connecting the local host computer, you now need to do the 
following: 


= Shut down both Paes 
= Restart the host (debugger) computer 
= Run WinDbg in Kernel-debug mode 


= Restart the target (Digital Alpha AXP RISC-based) computer while WinDbg 
is running on the host computer to set up configuration information on the 
target computer and prepare it for either local or remote debugging. 


Restart the computer to run under Windows NT. 


You may now contact your technical support group or a trained technician and 
have them call the modem to establish a remote debugging session. 
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Using WinDbg for Local Kernel Debugging 


The WinDbg host computer can also be local to the target Windows NT computer. 
WinDbg runs on the Windows NT host computer and communicates through an 
industry-standard null-modem serial cable with the target Windows NT computer. 
For local Kernel debugging, the target computer has to be prepared in the same way 
as it is for remote Kernel debugging. 


- Setting Up a System for Local Kernel Debugging 


To debug Windows NT Executive messages using a local debugging system, 
you need to prepare the host and target computers and then connect the two 
computers with an industry-standard null-modem serial cable. Be sure to start 
the host computer before restarting the target computer. 


A standard, commercially available null-modem serial cable has the following 
configuration: 

= Transmit Data connected to Receive Data 

= Receive Data connected to Transmit Data 


s Ground connected to Ground 


For 9-pin and 25-pin D-subminiature connectors, the cable connects as follows: 


» Pin 2 to pin3 
= Pin 3 to pin 2 
a Pin7 to pin7 


The WinDbg logic does not depend on any control pins (such as Data Terminal 
Ready, Data Set Ready, Request To Send, or Clear To Send). However, in the 
connectors on both ends of the cable, you may have to put a jumper from Data 
Terminal Ready to Data Set Ready and from Request To Send to Clear To Send. 


=» Onadb9 connector, this would be a jumper from pin 4 to pin 6 and a jumper 
from pin 7 to pin 8. 


=» Onadb25 connector, this would be a jumper from pin 20 to pin 6 and from pin 
4 to pin 5. 


Preparing the target computer for local Kernel debugging is the same as for remote 
Kernel debugging. The only difference is that instead of connecting a modem to one 
of the target computer’s communications ports, you connect a null-modem serial 
cable. See “Configuring a System for Debugging,” earlier in this chapter, for 
detailed procedures. 
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Which port you use (COM1 or COM2) depends on what you did to prepare your 
target and host computers. The default connection is from COMI of the host 
computer to COM2 of the target computer. However, you may change that by 
editing the boot configuration on the target computer or by changing the command 
line parameters used when you start WinDbg. 


The Windows NT Setup program does not install WinDbg as part of the 
Windows NT installation process. However, you can easily copy the WinDbg 
program directly onto the hard disk of the host computer. It is distributed on the 

- Windows NT CD-ROM in an uncompressed format under the \SUPPORT\DEBUG 
directory. 


Note If you do not have a CD-ROM drive, the WinDbg program is also available 
from Microsoft Support Network. You can request that they send you the software 
on a floppy disk, or ask for instructions on how. to download it from CompuServe. 


> To copy and start WinDbg on the host computer 


1. Connect the null-modem serial cable to the communications port defined i in the 
BOOTL.INI file of the host computer. 


Notice that the communications port can be different for the host and target 
computers. 


2. Create a subdirectory called \SYMBOLS on the host computer’s hard disk 
under the directory in which you have installed Windows NT. 


3. Copy the debugging symbols from the 
\SUPPORT\DEBUG\<platform>\S YMBOLS directory on the CD-ROM to the 
\SYMBOLS directory on the host computer. Platform refers to the hardware 
platform of the host computer. 


4. Copy all the files from the \SUPPORT\DEBUG\<platform> directory on the 
CD-ROM to the \SYSTEM32 directory on the host computer. This can be done 
with the xcopy or copy command. Make sure that the following files are copied 
to the host computer: . 


_ EECXXALP.DLL IMAGEHLP.DLL TLLOC.DLL 
EECXXMIP.DLL KDEXTALP.DLL = —‘ TLPIPE.DLL 
EECXXX86.DLL == = KDEXTMIP.DLL _ TLSER.DLL

EMX86.DLL SYMCVT.DLL WINDBGRM.EXE 
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5. To start WinDbg in Kernel-debug mode from either the command line or the 


File Run dialog box in Program Manager, type: 


<path> windbg -k <target platform> <com port> <speed> -y 
<symbol path> -v 


where: 
Path is the path to the WINDBG.EXE file. 
-k invokes the Kernel-debug mode. 


Target platform refers to the hardware platform of the target computer and 
corresponds to the name of the directory from which you obtained the WinDbg 
files, such as 1386, MIPS, or ALPHA. 


Com port is the port to which you have connected the null-modem serial cable. 
Speed is the baud rate. | 
-y indicates that the next parameter is the symbol path. 

Symbol path is the path to the (SYMBOLS directory created in step 2. 

The following is an example of such a command: 

c:\ windbg -k i386 coml 19200 -y c:\windows\symbols 


6. To create a log of the debugging session, from the Options menu, choose Debug. 
. In the Logfile section of the Debugger Options dialog box, you can: _ 


= Select the Open Automatically check box to have WinDbg open a log file 
whenever it starts. If you want to specify a path and name for the log file, 
type one in the Name text box. 


= Select the Append check box to append new data to an existing log file. 
Otherwise, the file will be overwritten. 


For more information on WinDbg settings, see the online Help file. 
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Running a Local Debugging Session 


Once you have prepared the two computers and connected them, you can start a 
debugging session. There can be many objectives for a debugging session; this 
chapter discusses the objective of collecting information (in the debug-session 
log file on the host computer) about the events leading up to a particular 
Windows NT Executive message on the target computer. 


Note Once you are in the Kernel-debug mode of WinDbg, you can display a list of 
commands by typing help or ? at the KD command prompt on the host computer. 
The Kernel-debug character-mode command-line interface has a vocabulary of 
about four dozen commands, plus it supports advanced debugging features such as 
watches and breakpoints. For more information on the commands and advanced 
features, see the online Help file. 


Quitting a Local Debugging Session 


Quitting WinDbg on the host computer at the end of a local debugging session will 
also save the debug-session log file. 


To quit WinDbg and save the log file on the host computer 
1. From the Run menu, choose Stop Debugging. 

2. From the File menu, choose Exit. 

3. Restart the target computer. 


Using WinDbg with the Recovery Option 


If you do not want to or are unable to do local or remote debugging, you can use the 
Recovery option located under the System option in Control Panel. Whenever a 
Windows NT Executive STOP error occurs, Windows NT can save the state of the 
computer system to a log file on the boot partition. This file contains all the 
information needed by WinDbg to troubleshoot the STOP error as if you were 
connected to a live computer experiencing the problem. In addition, all the WinDbg 
commands that work during a local or remote debugging session also work in this 
mode. 


This enables you to examine the error at any time and immediately restart the 
computer that failed instead of keeping it down during the debug session. The only 
drawback to this method is that, to contain all the necessary information for a debug 
session, you must have sufficient space on your hard disk for the resulting log file, 
which will be as large as your RAM memory. Therefore, whenever a STOP error 
occurs, a computer with 32 MB of RAM will produce a 32-MB log file. 
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> To configure Windows NT to save STOP information to a log file 
1. In Control Panel, choose the System option. 
2. In the System dialog box, choose the Recovery button. 


3. In the Recovery dialog box, select the Write Debugging Information To check 
box, and either accept the default path and filename 
(C:\systemroo\MEMORY.DMP) or type your own in the text box. | 


To have this log file overwrite any file of the same name, select the Overwrite 
Any Existing File check box. If you clear this check box, Windows NT will not 
write a log file if there is already a file by that name. © 


> To debug a log file using WinDbg 


1. Create a subdirectory called \SYMBOLS on the host computer’s hard disk 
under the directory in which you have installed Windows NT. 


2. Copy the debugging symbols, corresponding to the target computer that 
produced the log file, from the \SUPPORT\DEBUG\<platform>\S YMBOLS 
directory on the CD-ROM to the \SYMBOLS directory on the host computer. 


Platform refers to the hardware platform of the host computer. 


2. Copy all the files from the \SUPPORT\DEBUG\<platform> directory on the 
CD-ROM to the \SYSTEM32 directory on the host computer. 


This can be done with the xcopy or copy command. 


4. To start WinDbg in Kernel-debug mode from either the command line or the 
File Run dialog box in Program Manager, type: 


<path> windbg -z <filename> -y <symbol path>

Path is the path to the WINDBG.EXE file. 

-Z invokes the Kernel-debug mode using the MEMORY.DMF file. 
Filename is the path and name of the log file that you want to debug. 
-y indicates that the next parameter is the symbol path. 

Symbol path is the path to the \SYMBOLS directory.

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Network Reference Tables 


There should always be more than one way to look up information. Normally, 
references provide information that is organized in alphabetical order. However, 
the network messages also have a unique identification number that can be used 
for sorting these messages. 


This chapter provides two numerically organized lists of the network messages: 
network message ID numbers and down-level network message ID numbers. 


48. Messages 


Network Message ID Numbers 


Network messages have an error code or message identification number 
associated with them and can be seen by typing net helpmsg message number 
at the command prompt. They can also be divided into two groups: Windows NT 
-Workstation/Windows NT Server Network Messages and Down-level Network 
Messages. . . 


In Chapter 4, “Message Reference,” the network messages are presented 
alphabetically and interspersed with the other system messages. In the following 
table, they have been arranged numerically. Missing or skipped numbers could be 
related to simple messages, such as “Password expires,” that were not included 
in the printed version, or they may be in the Down-level Network Message ID 

_ Numbers table, which is provided in the second section of this chapter.

Make sure you are using the right remote host. If so, wait, and then retry the remote 
command. If you still get this message, ask your network administrator to check the 
condition of the remote computer and the routers between the two computers.

[TCP/IP] 


The TCP/IP utility cannot establish a stderr connection with a remote host. There may 
be no networking software on the remote computer, the corresponding server may not 
be running on the remote computer, or no route can be found between your computer 
and the remote computer.

application : No search strings

application : Out of memory

You do not have enough Windows NT quota right now to carry out the Findstr 
command, which uses memory-mapped files.

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application : remote terminal session not supported

You must specify a command parameter with the Rsh command. Initiating a remote 
login session by using the Rsh command with no parameter is not supported by 
Windows NT. 


Or, if you just forgot 
to use the command parameter with the Rsh command, retry the Rsh command. 


application : text ignored 
[FINDSTR] 


You used a switch in the Findstr command line that is not recognized by the Findstr 
utility. The utility ignored the parameter and went ahead with its task. This can happen 
if you forget the colon (:) suffix required of some Findstr switches. 


To avoid this message in the future, stop using the parameter named in the message. 
To see which switches are recognized by the Findstr utility, and which ones require the 
trailing colon, type HELP followed by the command name (in this case, Findstr). 


application : tftp/udp: unknown service 
[TFTP] 
To transfer files to or from a remote computer using the TCP/IP Tftp command, the 
remote computer must have Ftp server running.

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application : Write error 
[FINDSTR] 


You may have tried to redirect the output of the Findstr command to a file (from the 
console) and the disk the file is on is full. 


If you must redirect the output of the Findstr command to a disk file, either first delete 
some unneeded files from the disk or use a different disk when you retry the Findstr 
command. 


application :TLI Error code 
[FTP Server] [TCP/IP] 


The TCP/IP utility named at the start of the message had a data connection fail due to 
an unexpected TLI error. 


Retry the operation. If you get this message again, contact your network administrator 
to interpret the meaning of the TLI error code displayed at the end of the message and 
take corrective action.

You attempted to create a value entry in Registry Editor, but did not assign a title to it. 
Assign the entry a title, then choose OK. | 


Cannot create an instance thread in the admin support thread for the Remote Access 
Service. 


[Remote Access Service] 
A request from the Remote Access admin (RASADMIN.EXE) failed. 


Restart your computer. If the problem persists, check your system’s configuration, 
quotas, and resources. There may be problems with your system’s memory. For further 
information, consult your Windows NT documentation. 


Cannot create another system semaphore. 
[Kernel32] , 


All the system semaphore slots have been used. Another system semaphore cannot be 
created until one has been freed. . 


Try again later. 
Cannot create another thread. 
[Kernel32] . 
The thread table for the process is full; another thread cannot be added. 
Remove some idle threads and try again, or use a different process. 
Cannot create bookmark file. 
[Help] 


You have attempted to create a bookmark in a Help file to which you do not have write | 
access. 


Remove the read-only protection from the file, then try again. 
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Cannot create bookmark; remove the Read Only attribute for .BMK files.

Cannot disconnect phone book entry. 
[Remote Access Service] 
RasHangUp failed.

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Cannot DISKCOPY to or from a network drive

You are low on system memory. 

Follow the action specified in the message. 
Cannot display data.

Verify that the server with user accounts is working properly and is accessible.

[Remote Access Service] 


Verify that the Remote Access Server that contains user accounts is accessible.

[Help] 


This error is from the Macro Language Editor for online help, and should not appear 
while using the Help file. Report this error to the provider of the Help file. 


Cannot find filename. 
[Cardfile] 


In the Open File dialog box, you directed Cardfile to find a file that does not exist on 
the currently selected directory. 


Make sure that both the path and filename are correct. 
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Cannot find a user or group account with name name on the indicated domain(s). 
[Network] 


Either the name was mistyped, or it has been removed from the domain(s), or it has not 
yet been added to the domain(s).

You specified a network drive in the Format command.

Cannot format a RAM DISK drive. 
[Format] 
You specified a RAM disk in a Format command. You cannot format a RAM disk.

The name is already being used. Use another name.

The TCP/IP utility cannot run because the networking software is not running on the 
local computer.

[Chat] 
You attempted to dial another computer from Chat, and network software is not 
properly installed on your computer. 


Use the Network option in Control Panel to install network software, and then try again. 
The network is not present or not started. 


[Kernel32] 


An application has initiated a network operation, such as redirecting a local device to a 
network resource or. listing all current redirections, but there is no network. 


Make sure the network adapter card is in the computer, that the cable connection into 
the network card is not loose, that the network software is properly installed, and that 
the network resource is started.

In the User Properties dialog box, you have assigned a password to a user account, but 
have not confirmed that password. 


Select the OK button, return to the User Properties dialog box, and make sure that you 
have entries in both the Password and Confirm Password options. 
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The new password was not correctly confirmed. Be sure that the confirmation 
password matches exactly the new password. 


[Server Manager] 


In the Service Config dialog box, your new password and your confirmation passwords 
do not match. 


Type the same password in both the New Password and the Confirm Password option | 
boxes. 


The NT password is too complex to be converted to a LAN Manager password. The 
LAN Manager password returned is a NULL string. 


{[Kernel32] 


Contact the supplier of the running application. A general workaround is to change your 
password or run with no security between applications. 


The NTES file system does not function on floppies. 
[NTFS] 


Format floppy disks with the FAT file system only. When you are using the Format 
command to format a floppy disk, do not use the /fs: switch. 


The NTVDM CPU has encountered an illegal instruction. 
[Virtual DOS Machine (VDM)] 


Retry the operation. If you still get this message, try to continue. If you are able to 
‘continue, you might want to check the results of the running application. Otherwise, 
terminate the application, then restart it. If you still get this message, contact your 

technical support group or the supplier of the running application. 


The number of lines and columns cannot be changed in a full screen. 
[Mode] 
Retry the Mode command with a valid parameter. 

The number of specified semaphore events for DosMuxSemWait is not correct. 
{Kernel32] 


Either no event or too many events were specified in a call to the function that waits for 
one of several semaphores to clear. 


Correct the event count. You may have to contact the supplier of the running . 
application. 


The NWSap Registry Key name was not present. The NwSapAgent could not start. 
[Netevent] 


The application could not start because a key is missing from the Registry or is 
incorrect. 


Use the Network applet from the Control Panel to remove and re-install the SAP Agent. . 
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The object can not be deleted because the application needed by the object is busy. 
You may switch to the object's application and try to correct the problem. 


Attempt to free the busy application, then try again to delete the object. 


The object could not be deleted because the server application is busy. Wait until the 
server becomes available. Or try to determine which application is busy, switch to it, 
and then complete or cancel the action which is came) it to be busy. 


[Cardfile] 


The server application refers to the application (such as Paintbrush or Sound Recorder) 
in which the object was created. 


Follow the user action specified in the message.

A distributed (RPC) application tried to create a unique object identifier, but that 
identifier already exists. 


Contact the supplier of the running distributed application.
